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1 . IN NOVEMBER, AMBASSADOR YOUNG, SPEAKING IN A PERSONAL 
CAPACITY BEFORE THE FAO CONFERENCE, RECOMMENDED THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INTERNATIONAL VOLUNTEER FOOD CORPS TO 
ASSIST AGRICULTURE DEVELOPMENT AT THE VILLAGE LEVEL IN 
FOOD DEFICIENT COUNTRIES. A NUMBER OF WEST AFRICAN 
COUNTRIES, THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL PRESIDENT AND OTHER 
DELEGATIONS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE CONCEPT AND THE FAO 
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DIRECTOR-GENERAL WAS REQUESTED TO STUDY THE PROPOSAL AND 
REPORT TO THE FAO COUNCIL WHICH MEETS NOVEMBER 1978. 

2. WITHIN THE PAST FEW MONTHS WASHINGTON AGENCIES ALSO 
HAVE STUDIED THE PROPOSAL AND CONCLUDED THAT AN INTER- 
NATIONAL FOOD VOLUNTEER CONCEPT IS VIABLE, PROVIDED THE 
HOST COUNTRIES SEIZE UPON THE IDEA AND APPROPRIATE FINAN- 
CIAL AND INSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS CAN BE NEGOTIATED. THE 
PARTICIPANTS IN THE WASHINGTON REVIEW WERE AGREED GENERALLY 
THAT THE CONCEPT SHOULD BE TESTED FIRST IN A PARTICULAR 
REGION AND THAT THE SAHELIAN COUNTRIES MIGHT BE A LOGICAL 
CHOICE, IF THE SAHELIANS CLEARLY SUPPORT IT. 

3. OBVIOUSLY, A NUMBER OF QUESTIONS AND ISSUES HAVE TO BE 
ADDRESSED AND EXTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS WITH DONOR AND 
RECIPIENT COUNTRIES AND INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS MUST 
BE CONDUCTED. USG HAS NO PRE-CONCEIVED THOUGHTS CONCERN- 
ING PRECISE STRUCTURE OR MODUS OPERANDI. NEITHER HAS USG 
DECIDED WHETHER TO FINANCE A PORTION OF A FOOD CORPS COST. 

WE DO NOT WANT VISIT MISLEAD GOVERNMENTS INTO ASSUMING A 
USG COMMITMENT TO FUNDING FOR THIS EFFORT. 

4. AS PART OF THIS CONTINUED REVIEW AND COMPLEMENTARY TO 
FAO'S OWN STUDY, DR. RUTH MORGENTHAU, UNITED STATES 
REPRESENTATIVE TO THE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL, IS COMING TO 
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CONSULT WITH THE RESPECTIVE MINISTERS OF RURAL DEVELOPMENT 
AND AGRICULTURE IN ACTION ADDRESSEE POSTS, UNDP RES REPS, 

AND EMBASSY AND OTHER OFFICIALS, TO SEE IF GOVERNMENTS
